The Soviet Union is gambling 
on never, having to use missiles 
or strategic weapons in any war 
in the near future. ■'■"..■■'■ 
Consequently the SALT talks 
and agreements are working to, 
its advantage. They are 
concentrating U.S. and world 
attention on l such things as 
nuclear warheads, delivery 
systems and MIRVs to the : 
exclusion of conventional weap- 
cms. The so-called "break- 

. through agreement" reached; 
by President Ford with the 
Russian leaders at Vladivostok' 

» is a case in. point. . . ''-'"" 
This kind of discussion about 
capping the arms race applies 
solely to strategic armaments . 
And it gives the Soviet Union all 
the time it needs to build up its 
arsenal of weapons it believes 
will be used to influence the 
balance of world power in 
future conflicts. 

•THE RUSSIANS; thus, are 
concentrating on building what 
may soon be the largest navy in 
the world. In addition, they are 
forming new infantry divisions 



and new aerial squadrons and 
building conventional fighter 

, and bomber forces. They also 
are adding new fire power .for 
their infantry forces by/expand- 
ing the Soviet tank corps. 

Of all the developments, the 
construction and deployment of 
Soviet ships are perhaps the 
.most significant and, important. 
With the Russian "armada" 

' rapidly taking form , the Soviets 

. will soon be able .to establish a 
decisive 'military presence . in 

'j almost all the world's strategic 
waterways/, ^The weight of. 
increased Soviet naval power 
already has been felt in the 
Mediterranean Sea and the 
Indian Ocean. The latter is 
especially important becuase it 
.controls access to the Straits of 
Malacca through which our 
vessels to our allies such as 
Japan and the. Philippines must 
pass. 

THE UNITED STATES would 
be well advised to spend more 
time making sure our conven- 
tional; arsenal (which was 
• sorely depleted in the Vietna- 
mese war) is replenished and 




modernized as quickly as 
possible. ;. 

This is not to say thai 
agreements on strategic weap- 
ons are not important; but we 
must always keep in /mind "that 
these weapons, would only be' 
used; as a last resort in any . 
future war. But none of these 
agreements is going to amount 
to much until the Russians sit 
dowli with us and seriously ■ , 
discuss an agreement based on 
multilateral disarmament.
